usliua U. Giddings, in behalf of the Com- 


mittee on Resolutions, presented it report 
which was read, accepted, and, after sundry 
amendments, finally adopted as the Platform 
of tho National Free Democracy, as fol- 
lows : 


Platform of tho National Free Democracy. 
Having assembled in National Convention 


us tho Delegates of tho Free Democracy of 
tho United Suites, united by a common re- 
solve to maintain Rights against Wrongs, and 
Freedom against Slavery ; confiding in tho 
intelligence, tho patriotism and the discrim- 
inating justice of tho American people ; put- 
ting our trust in God for tliu triumph of our 
cause, and invoking his guidance in our en- 
deavors to advancu it, wo now submit to 
thu candid judgment of all men the follow- 
ing declaration of .principles and measures: 


First. That Governments, deriving their 


just powers from the consent of the govern- 
ed, are instituted among men to secure to all) 
those inalienable rights of life, liberty, and 
the pursuit of hap|iiness, with which they 
lire endowed by their Creator, and of which 
none can bo deprived by valid legislation, ex- 
cept for crime. 


Second. That tlio true mission of Ameri- 


can Democracy is to maintain tho liberties 
of tho people, the sovereignty of tho States 
and the perpetuity of the Union by th>i im- 
partial application tu public'affairs, without 
sectional discriminations, of the fundamental 
principles of equal rights, strict justice and 
iiconotnical administration. 


Third. That tho Fpdoral Government is 


ono of limited powers, derived solely from 
the Constitution, nnd tho grants of power 
therein ought to be strictly construed by all 
tho Departments nnd Agents of tho Govern- 
ment, and it is inexpedient and dangerous 
to exercise doubtful Constitutional powers. 
Fourth. ,Thut the Constitution of thu United 
States, ordained to form a more perfect Un- 
on, to establish justice, nnd secure thu 
ilessings of Liberty, expressly denies to 
the General Government all power to de- 
irivo nny person of life, liberty or property, 
without due process of law; and, therefore, 
ho Government, having no more power to 
nuke H slave than to make a king, and no 
noro power to establish Slavery than to es- 
ablish Monarchy, should at once proceed to 
relievo itself from all responsibility for the 
existence of Slavery, wherever it possesses 
Constitutional power to legislate for its ox- 
inctiun. 


Fifth. Thnt to tho persevering and impor- 


unate demands of thu Slave Powor_/or more 
Slave States, new Slave Territories, and the 
ationalization of Slavery, our distinct and 
mil answer is—No SIORE SLAVE STATUS, 


to SLAVE TEHRITOIIY, NO NATIONALIVSEH 
iLAVEiiv, and .NO NATIONAL LEOISLATION 
'OR THE KXTRADIT10N OK SLAVES. 


Siclli. That Slavery is a sin against God, 


nd n crime against Man, which no human 
uactmeut nor usage can make right, and 
nit Christianity, Humanity and Patriotism 
liko demand its abolition. 
Seventh. That the Fugitive Slave Act of 


850 is repugnant to the Constitution, to tlio 
rinciples of tho Common Liiw, to tho spirit 
fChristianity, and to the sentiments of die 
ivilized world.. We, therefore, deny its 
intling force upon tho American people, mid 
emand its immediate and total repeal. 


• Eighth. That the doctrine tliat any human 
iw is a finality, and not subject to modifica- 


tion ur repeal, is not iu accordance with tho 
creed of the founders of our government, mul 
is dangerous to tho liberties of tho people. 


Ninth. That tho acts of Congress, known 


as tlio Compromise measures of 1850, by 
making thu admission of. a sovereign State 
contingent upon the adoption of other meas- 
ures demanded by tho special interest of 
Slavery—by their omis'ton to guarantee 
freedom in Free Territories—by their at- 
tempt to impose unconstitutional limitations 
on the power of Congress and tlio people to 
admit now States—by their provisions for 
tho assumption uf $5,000,000 uf the State 
debt of Texas, and for the payment of 65,- 
000,000 more and the cession of a large ter- 
ritory to the same State, under menace, as 
an inducement to the relinquishment of a 
groundless claim, and by their invasion of 
the sovereignty of the States nnd the liber- 
ties uf the people, through the enactment 
of nn unjust, oppressive and unconstitution- 
al Fugitive Slave Law, aro proved to be in- 
consistent with all the principles and max- 
ims of Democracy, and wholly inadequate to 
the settlement of thu questions ot which 
'hoy are claimed tube an adjustment. 


Tenth. That nu permanent settlement of 


the Slavery question can be looked for, ex- 
cept in the practical recognition of the truth, 
that Slavery i* sectional and Freedom nation- 
al, by the total separation of the General 
Government from Slavery,'and the exercise 
of its legitimate and constitutional influence 
on the side of Freedom, and by leaving to 
the States the whole subject of Slavery, und 
•'[0 extradition of fugitives from service. 


Eleventh. That all men have a natural 


•ight to a portion of the soil, and that, as the 
use ut the soil is indispensable to life, the 
right of all men to the soil is as sacred as 
their right to life itself.

1 Twelfth. That tho public lands oftho UirP 


} States belong to the people, and should 


not bo sold to individuals nor granted to cor- 
porations, but should be held us a sacred trust 
for the benefit of tho people, and should be 
granted in limited quantities, fr'e of cost, to 
landless settlors. 


Thirteenth. That ailiie regard fur tho Fednral 


Constitution and sound administrative policy, 
demands that the funds of the General Gov- 
ernment be kept separate from banking in- 
stitutions—that inland mid ocean postage 
should lit) reduced to the lowest possible 
point—that no more revenue should be rnis-j 
ed than is required to ilt-fnty the strictly ne- 
cessary expenses of the public service, and 
to pay nil' the public debt, and that the pow- 
er and patronage uf thu (jovcrmmmt.jil-vWiM 
be ditninislied by the abolithinrnniil'tiniie- 
cexsary nflici's, salaries and privileges—and 
by the election by thn people of nil civil of- 
ficers in the service of the United States, so 
far as may be consistent with the prompt 
and efficient transaction of thu public busi- 
ness. 


Fourteenth. That River and Harbor im- 


provcmonu, when necessary to the safety 
and^ convenience of commorce with foreign 
nations, or aiming the several States, aro ob- 
jects of national concern, and it is tho duty 
of Congress, in the exorcise of its constitu- 
tioiuil jxtwors, to provide for the same.
